Canada, Indonesia, Hungary and 
Poland have agreed to provide 
350 men each to form the force 
that win have the Job of making 
sure that the terms of the peace 
agreement are implemented.

OTTAWA, Oct 31. — Canadian 
voters handed Prime Minister 
Pierre KDiott Trudeau a sharp set- 
back in yesterdays national elec- 
tions, leaving the two major par- 
ties in a virtual standoff in the 
new Parliament and making a 
minority government certain. 

The latest returns for the 364- 
seat House of Commons gave the 
Progressive Conservatives, led by 
Robert I*, Stanfield, 109 seats to 
108 far Mr. Trudeau’s Liberals. 
The New Democratic party won 
30 seats and Social Credit 15, with 
two districts undecided. Four 
cabinet ministers were defeated. 

In the two undecided districts, 
in Saskatchewan and Quebec, 
Conservative and Credit 

candidates appeared to be lead- 
ing. 

The results meant an imme- 
diate future of political confusion 
far the nation of 31 million. 
Numerous recounts are expected, 
and it remains to be seen whether 
either major party can form a 
government coalition with the re- 
luctant, mildly socialist New Dem- 
ocrats. The possibility of new 
elections within the year is strong. 

It was the fifth time Canadian 
voters had returned a minority 
government since 1957. During 
the same time it has returned 
only two majority governments, 
one of them being Mr. Trudeau's 
outgoing regime. Four years ago 
he led the Liberals to a sweeping 
victory, winning 155 seats. 

TO Meet Cabinet 

Mr. Trudeau withheld comment 
pending a meeting tomorrow with 
his cabinet. 

David Lewis, leader of the New 
Democrats,: said he .would join . 
neither big party in a coalition. 
But he said he would support any 
minority government that would 
deal with unemployment, the high 
cost of living and the “corporate 
ripoff" al tax concessions and 
government grants to corpora- 
tions. 

Support from the New Dem- 
ocrats’ 30 or more seats would

The election outcome was a 
jolting rebuke for Mr. Trudeau, 
•the flashy,. 53tfear-dld swinger- 
who led the Liberals to a spec- 
tacular 46-seat majority four 
years ago, and a stunning come- 
back far the Cons e rvat i ves under 
the mad-mannered, self-effacing 
Mr. Stanfield. Most political ob- 
servers and polls had predicted 
the Liberals would win a small 
majority or a workable minority. 

Ontario, the most populous 


province, was the biggest part of 
the story. Four years ago, in a 
wave of “Tradeaumania,'* the 
voters there gave the Idboals 63 
of their 88 seats.- This Sme the 
Liberals lost 27 seats. 2S of them 
to the Cons ervatives , and the 
latter led in the province 41-35. 

Strength in Quebec 
The Liberal party's strength 
now is mainly in Quebec, where 
it wan 56 of the 74 seats at stake. 
It won only to seats in the 
Atlantic provinces and even less 
in the Prairies and Far West. 


The Conservatives took all 19 
seats in Alberta, and picked up 
eight seats in British Columbia, 
where they were shut out four 
years ago, and two each in Mani- 
toba, and Saskatchewan. Bub 
they lost three seats In the At- 
lantic provinces, winning S3 of 
the 33 seats in that Tory strong- 
hold. 

Mr. Trudeau campaigned on 
the slogan of integrity in gov- 
ernment the rallying cry that 
“the land is strong” because of 
bis leadership. Among the ele- 
ments that may have been re- 
sponsible for the result are back- 
lash from the middle-income 
groups at whom Conservatives 
aimed their big artillery, alleged 
abuses of unemployment in- 
surance. high prices, inflation, 
and taxes, which Mr. Trudeau 
said he wouldn't lower and the 
Conservatives said they would. 

Language Factor 

The language Issue also could 
have been a factor. Mr. Tru- 
deau aroused resentment In many 
areas by decreeing that federal 
business be conducted in both 
English and French. 

On television early today, look- 
ing haggard and shaken, Mr. Tru- 
deau could say only that he was 
not quite sure what had happen- 
ed, and he was sorry for those 
to whom it had happened. 

The four cabinet ministers who 
went down to defeat were Labor 
Minister Mar tin O'Connell, In- 
dustry, Trade and Commerce 
Minister Jean-Luc Pepin, Agri- 
culture Minister Bud Olsen and 
Minister of State Patrick Ma- 
honey. 

The federal vote was available 
for the first time to 18-year-olds. 

About three-fourths of eligible 
voters cast ballot^, with the lib- 
erals taking 33. 3 percent of the 
popular vote on the basis of 
nearly complete returns, and the 
Conservatives 35-2 percent. 

In the outgoing Parliament, 
the Liberals had 147 seats, the 
Conservatives 73, New Democrats 
25 and Social Credit 13. There 
were two independents and four 
vacancies.

SANTIAGO. Chile, Oct. 31 
(Reuters) — The Chilean cabinet 
res igne d today to allow Marxist 
President Salvador Allende; 
struggling against a three-week- 
old strike which has left the 
country short of food and fuel, 
to restructure his government. 

The cabinet resigned shortly 
after Mr. Allende accepted the 
resignations of two of his min- 
isters who plan to run for Senate 
seats in general elections schedul- 
ed next March. 

Mr. Allende later met party 
leaders of his Popular Unity 
pnaiitirm government tor teifeg on 
the structure of his new cabinet 
and to discuss a proposal that 
at least two members of the 
armed forces be included in it. 

A government spokesman said 
the proposal was submitted by 
the coalition's independent Pop- 
ular ftflfcirm minority party in an 
effort to restore peace and order 
to the country. 

He said the proposal got a 
favorable reception from Mr. At 
lende and the coalition's Com- 
munist and Radical parties but 
was rejected by the president's 
Socialist party— which, with the 
Communists forms the backbone 
of the coalition— and the Leftist 
Christian party, another minori- 
ty member. 

Government sources said there 
was also disagreement among 
leaders of the three armed forces 
on whether some of their mem- 
bers should be included in the 
cabinet 

President Allende had been 
expected to reshuffle his cabinet 
following the resignation today 
of Education Minister Anibal 
Palma and Mr. Allende’s accept- 
ance lost night of Interior Min- 
ister Jaime Suarez's resignation.

SAIGON, Oct 31 (NYTJ. — 
Communist troops continued to 
press heavy attacks in the 
Central Highlands today, over- 
running a government position 
there for the second time in two 
days. Meanwhile, American B-52s 
dropped a record number of 
bombs over the southern part of 
North Vietnam, military com- 
mand spokesmen said. 

[A heavy explosion shook down- 
town Saigon early Wednesday, 
the Associated Press reported. 
Trdtifti reports said it apparently 
was caused by two rockets that 
fell near the Newport dock com- 
plex an the city's northeastern 
edge. 

IThe blast came at 1:45 tun. on 
South Vietnam's National Day, 
which has been a traditional time 
for Communist-led forces to shell 
Saigon and nearby areas.] 

The government position that 
fell tonight was occupied by a 
300-man battalion of rangers a 
mile west of Ba To district town 
in central Quang Ngai province. 
Few details were available on the 
fight, but the government milita- 
ry spokesman said the battalion, 
abandoned its position in the 
middle of the night and moved 
to a more secure encampment 
nearby. There was no report of 
casualties. 

[Communist troops captured 
both Ba To and another district 
capital today. United Press In- 
ternational reported. It said they 
took Que Son, 340 miles north 
of Saigon.] 

The command reported yester- 
day the loss of the border ranger 
camp of Dak Seang, about 100 
miles to the west of Ba To. as the 
Communist farces throughout 
Vietnam continued their drive to 
occupy as much territory as pos- 
sible before an expected cease- 
fire. 

The United States command 
announced that In the 24 hours 
ending at noon today its B-52s 
had flown 13 missions against 
supply caches in North Vietnam 
south of the 20th parallel — equal 
to the all-time record number 
which was set Aug. 12. A B-62 
normally consists of 
three planes, each, dropping about 
24 tons of bombs. 

Bombing Continues 

American fighter-bombers also 
flew more than 130 . strikes in 
the North during the 24-hour 
period ending at 5 pjn. yester- 
day, the command said. Other 
informants said the bombing- 
wax continuing into Tuesday, al- 
though the North Vietnamese 
had proposed Oct..

try. 

Eastern'S security chief. Capt. 

Fenello. said the alert, 
sent by means of the Air Trans- 
port Association, had. nob been 
received by his airline. But a 
spokesman far the ATA, a trade 
group of the scheduled domestic 
airlines, said, the warning had 
gone to all members late Friday. 

Mr. Murphy said, in any case, 
that "the last thing in the world” 
he wanted to infer was that East- 
ern 'had ben derelict in any way. 
He said that an alert could help 
an airline spot, potential hijackers 
going through normal ticket-buy- 
ing and boarding procedures. But 
he indicated that it could not 
have done any good Sunday be- 
cause the hijackers simply shot 
their way on board and could 
have done so even if they had 
been spotted. 

The general view of aviation 
experts was that the hijacking 
might have been prevented only 
if an aimed and uniformed fed- 
eral marshal or other police of- 
ficial had been on duty at the 
gate. He might have served as a 
psychological deterrent. 

Meanwhile, the State Depart- 
ment said that it planned to ask 
the Cuban government to ex- 
tradite all four of the men who 
forced their way aboard the East- 
ern plane and diverted it to Cuba.

U.S. Drug Bureau Says Arrests

New York and 
other Eastern cities is becoming 
steadily less pure and more ex- 
pensive, he said. 

Pressed by reporters, however, 
Mr. Ingersoll acknowledged that 
none of the arrests and heroin 
seizures that contributed to .his 
statistics were new— and that 
most of them were carried out 
by foreign agents in other coun- 
tries, w?th UJ5. “assistance." 

He insisted that the had

BELFAST, Oct 31 CUPP — 
Northern Ireland today consider- 
ed Britain's latest plan pre- 
sented yesterday lor a peace- 
ful end to the province's three 
years of bitter bloodshed. 

William Whitelaw, the London- 
appointed Secretary of Northern 
Ireland, announced that he would 
meet tomorrow with Ulster’s m ain 
opposition party, the Social Dem- 
ocratic and Labor party, for new 
peace talks. 

The SDLP boycotted the talks 
Mr. Whitelaw held at Darlington, 
in the north of England, earlier 
this month to consider Northern 

Ireland's future. It is a Roman

paper issued yesterday pledged 
continued British sovereignty In 
Northern Ireland but outlined a 
possible peaceful solution to the 
conflict. A key point was that 
Britain would retain control of 
security and police matters. 

Extremists on both the right 
and left attacked this provision 
today. But moderate leaders both 
here and In the Irish Republic 
expressed approval of the political 
structure Britain outlined. 

A bomb blasted a crowded 
Belfast Catholic pub tonight 
killing a 6-year-old girl playing 
Halloween “trick-or-treat'' with 
other children on the street 
outside it. 

The blast toppled the front 
wall of the pub. injuring six men 
and four women Inside. 

Elsewhere in Belfast, an 18- 
year-old youth died in a shooting 
incident In the mainly Protestant 
Lisburn Road.

First Environment Conference Ends 

EEC Ministers Set Anti-Pollution Goals 


LONDON, Oct. 31 (Reuters) 
The British government today set 
the legislative tone for a new ses- 
sion of Parliament by stressing 
the full and constructive role it 
intends to play in European 
affairs. 

Britain's impending member- 
ship of an enlarged Common 
Market was a key theme in the 
speech from the throne read by 
Queen Elizabeth at the opening 
of Parliament. 

In a ceremony rich in color, 
Pageantry and tradition, the 
queen said Britain would play a 
‘Tull and constructive role” when 
It becomes part of an enlarged 
European Economic Co mmunit y 
on Jan. 1. 

It looked forward to the oppor- 
tunities membership would bring 
lor “increasing the Influence of 
the enlarged community for the 
benefit of the world at large.” 

In her nine-minute speech to 
members from both the House of 
Commons and the Lords, church 
leaders, the Judiciary and the 
diplomatic corps, the queen men- 
tioned trouble spots both at home 
And abroad. 


But the speech contained no 
legislative surprises, and opposi- 
tion Labor party leader Harold 
Wilson described it as "thin” In 
attacking the government's par- 
liamentary record during the last 
38 months. 

In an ensuin g debate on the 
speech, Mr. Wilson declared the 
government had “forfeited the 
right and the capacity to lead." 

Amid cheers from the labor 
benches, he challe n ged Prims Queen Elizabeth 

Minister Edward Heath to "sub- 
mit his program, and his entire 

record in government to the test cooperate with other governments 


v j 


of a general election." 

The speech, which marked the 
half-way point in the Conserva- 
tive government's five-year term 
in office, said the go v ernment 
would search resolutely for a 
peaceful and just solution in 

Northern. Ireland. 

Priority will be given to legis- 
lation for a plebiscite on North- 
ern Ireland’s border with the 
Irish Republic, and political ob- 
servers said the measure would 
probably be introduced in Parlia- 
ment later this week. 

The government said It would 


to rorn hw.fr . international terrorism, 
and promised to introduce legis- 
lation against sabotage and acts 
of violence involving civil aircraft. 

The queen pledged the govern- 
ment's determination to protect 
British trawlers fishing on the 
high seas off Iceland, and said 
Britain remained ready to settle 
the dispute an friendly terms. 

But Mr. Wilson was critical of 
government policy and called for 
tougher action at what he de- 
scribed as Iceland's “continuing 
acts of piracy cm the high seas."

NEW YORK, OCt. 31 iNYT). — 
The current 12,000-year-old era 
of comfortable climates around 
the world may be coming to an 
end. closing another chapter in 
what a University of Miami 
scientist believes has been a 
history of relatively short-lived 
ice ages and warm ages. 

His findings, based on recent 
analyses of sediment cores drill- 
ed from the Caribbean Door, dis- 
agree with the classical view 
that In the last million years 
the earth has been visited, by 
four 100.000-year-long ice ages 
separated by warm periods at 
least as long. 

Instead, his evidence suggests 

that the climate has fluctuated 
from warm to cold much mare 
frequently. In the last 400,000 
years— the period during which 
the sampled sediments were de- 
posited — there appear to ■ have 
been eight periods of extreme 
cold, seven of extreme warmth 
and about 30 fluctuations of 
lesser magnitude. 

“Of particular interest." the 
scientist wrote in his report pub- 
lished in the Oct. 27 issue of 
Science, ‘‘is the fact that intervals 
of temperature as high as the 
present ones, far from lasting 
100,000 years or more, now appear 
to be short, wholly exceptional 
episodes in the environmental 
evolution of the Quaternary [the 
geological name of the last mil- 
lion-year perlodl.” 

Warning From the Deep Sea 

The scientist is Cesare Emilia n i. 
a leading authority on the use of 
sediment cores in studying past 
climates. He called the findings 
a “warning from the deep sea 
that the present episode of amia- 
ble climate is coming to an end." 
Dr. Smiliani is a professor at the 
University of Miami's Rosens tell 


School of Marine and Atmo- 
spheric Science. 

Earlier this year, at a confer- 
ence of global climatologists, Dr. 
Emilinni and others agreed that 
a new ice age could come within 
2.000 or 3.000 years. It could be 
even sooner, they agreed, if man s 
effect on the environment tips 
the balance too far. 

“Man's Interference with cli- 
mate through deforestation, ur- 
ban development and pollution 
must be viewed with alarm.” Dr. 
Flmilianl wrote. “If the present 
climatic balance is not main- 
tamed. we may soon be con- 
fronted with either a runaway 
glaciation or a runaway deglada- 
tion. both of which would gener- 
ate unacceptable environmental 
stresses. 


LONDON. Oct. 31 ( AF).— Com-

Jane's underlines the fact that 
there is no authoritative infor- 
mation available on China's mis- 
sile development program and 
bases Its estimates on briefings 
given to the House Armed Ser- 
vices Committee by UR Secreta- 
ry of Defense Melvin R. Laird. 

Mr. Laird told the committee in 
March, 1971, that with maximum 
effort, China could have between 
10 and 25 ICBMs with a range 
of 6,200 miles by 1975. In addi- 
tion, he said he believed that 
the Chinese could be deploying 
between 80 and 100 intermediate 
range ballistic missiles by the 
same date. Jane's defines IRBMs

While there was great sporting Interest in 
Canada's electoral race, as the Liberals and 
Conservatives came panting down to the 
wire with their jockeys Prime Minister Tru- 
deau and Robert Stanfield, flailing away, 
the race was actually last before the stew- 
ards gave their decision. It was Canada that 
lost — condemned to an indefinite period of 
minority party rule, of deals with the New 
Democrats and the Social Credit group, of 
compromises made in fear of being forced 
into another general election, of policies 
blurred and responsibilities dispersed. 

To be sure, Canada has been through this 
before. The issues as between Liberals and 
Conservatives were already fogged over in 
the campaign, and coalition, whether in 
formal fact or by improvisation, will probably 
have no dangerous Impact upon government. 
Moreover, the provinces are so strong, have 
so much more autonomy than in most federal 
states, that it is probable only the dependent 
Marl times will really feel the loss of power 
by Ottawa. 

Nevertheless, this election constitutes a 
blow to the national idea that is still 
struggling to find adequate expression In 
diverse Canada. In one respect it may he 
considered a direct blow: The Conservative 
Increments in strength came in some mea- 
sure from Western resentment of the East, 
from reaction against Mr. Trudeau’s efforts 
to press for Anglo-French bilingualism across 
all of Canada. But most of the defections 
from the Liberals seem to have come from 


less partlculaxist sources: The waning of the 
Trudeau charm and the waxing of unemploy- 
ment — now a record 7.1 percent. It is the 
weakening of the federal Parliament by the 
virtual equality given Liberals and Con- 
servatives there, rather than any conscious 
rejection of Trudeau's plea for strength 
through unity that will affect efforts, to give 
national consistency to the government. 

The election belled the polls, which will 
give some comfort to the McGovemites as 
the United States moves toward its own 
election nest week. But the polls were not 
all that conclusive in Canada, and did point 
out the large numbers of Canadians who 
were still uncertain as the balloting time 
neared. What Is important for Americans to 
note is that the relatively apathetic response 
to the Canadian campaign has its analogues 
south of the border, and out of apathy can 
come strange political phenomena. 

Then, too, Americans must have sym- 
pathy and some concern for a good neighbor 
who faces possibly prolonged political con- 
fusion. It Is in tbe best Interests of the 
United States to have a strong Canada, even 
If such a Canada might be nationalist vls-a- 
vls the United States as well as internally. 
Canada has always spoken with many voices, 
and not simply with English and French 
accents. But when those voices are In com- 
parative harmony, they make a chorus which 
it Is good for Americans to hear, though 
they may sing a critical song. The United 
States should wish that that harmony may 
soon be restored. 


Outrage in the Skies 


Two more outrageous hijackings In rapid 
succession provide rude reminders of the 
feebleness of all efforts to date by the in- 
ternational community to deal with this 
despicable crime. As the result of these 
affairs, the only participants who might 
have been brought to justice for the murder 
of 11 Israeli athletes in Munich are now 
enjoying sanctuary in Libya: and three 
Americans wanted in connection with murder 
and armed robbery have escaped to Cuba, 
leaving a fresh trail of blood in their wake. 

Beyond this, about 50 more airline pas- 
sengers and crew members have undergone 
harrowing experiences; the fears of air travel 
in the existing climate have been multiplied 
for millions, and the fabric of International 
relations and commerce has suffered further 
grave damage. Tills Js an Intolerable situa- 
tion to which responsible governments and 
international organisations must at long last 
face up. 


For a start, governments should put every 
possible pressure on Cuba and Libya to 
extradite the hijackers, along with the accus- 
ed murderers Bonn surrendered. If this 
requires economic boycotts of airlines and 
other enterprises, they should be invoked; 
for If governments fail to act in this situa- 
tion, private individuals and organisations 
will take matters Into their own hands. The 
threat of trade unions at London’s Inter- 
national Airport to boycott all flights by 
Arab airlines Is only one example of what 
we can expect. Monday’s Israeli raids on 
guerrilla bases near Damascus are an even 
more ominous threat of fast-escalating 
disruption. ‘ 1 

The airlines themselves must, of course, 
make every effort to improve their security 
systems; but the major action must come 
from governments, including the govern- 
ment of the United states; such action Is 
shamefully. Inexcusably overdue.

New Soviet Priorities 


Repercussions from this year’s unsatis- 
factory harvest are apparently beginning to 
be felt widely In the Soviet Union. These 
repercussions stir fears of food shortage this 
winter, with consequent attempts to hoard 
potatoes and vegetables In some areas. They 
also give rise to insistent reports that the 
6ovlet government is changing its economic 
priorities for the year ahead. Soviet budget 
managers have reportedly allocated an addi- 
tional $24 billion to the needs of agriculture, 
resources obtained by depriving other fields 
of Soviet activity. 

The goal of this last move Is evidently to 
try to assure a better Soviet agricultural 
output performance next year. The weather- 
caused harvest shortfall In 1972 has been 
expensive In both prestige and foreign cur- 
rency. In the 55th year of the Soviet regime, 
the world has seen Moscow forced to turn 


to the capitalist world — notably the United 
States — for grain needed to assure the bread 
supply of Soviet citizens. And the vast pur- 
chases made abroad have been a staggering 
drain on Moscow’s chronically strained for- 
eign reserves.- 

For Communist party Secretary-General 
Leonid I- Brezhnev, the need for a much 
better 1973 harvest is particularly acute. 
Since Nikita S. Khrushchev was purged eight 
years ago. It Is Mr. Brezhnev who has been 
publicly and prominently identified as the 
key figure in Soviet agricultural policy. This 
year’s failure of that policy cannot have 
enhanced Mr. Brezhnev's standing among Ills 
colleagues, all of whom presumably still 
remember that it was the Khrushchev agri- 
cultural failures a decade ago that set the 
stage for that once-powertul leader to be 
forced from the Kremlin scene.

Venice — An Agonizing Problem of Values

•\7ENICE— Now that the Italian 

» Senate has, miraculously, 
p are eri and even improved upon 
& long-delayed $400- million law 
to safeguard Venice, it begins to 
lode as if the world's loveliest 
city may be saved. But that 
dep ends on what the fund is 
supposed to be saving. Students 
here who were saying just last 
year that Venice would die with- 
out this law are saying now that 
it may die because of it. They 
could be right both ways. 

If the amended bill gets 
through the Chamber of Deputies 
before Christinas, as expected, it 
should certainly save the Venice 
foreigners know and love. Al- 
ready, thamire to private pro- 
Venice committees in Italy and 
dozens of other countries, this 
city has become the biggest art- 
restoring workshop on earth. 

An extra half a billion dol- 
lars or so from Rome could 
hardly salvage all the rest: it 
would take 10 times as much, ac- 
cording to a former superin- 
tendent of monuments, to rescue 
the Serenissima's 10,000 paintings, 
frescoes, sculptures and reliefs 
crumbling, lading and .rotting 
away so fast that they would 
otherwise be lost beyond recovery 
within a. decade. Nevertheless, 
;the fund would provide 'enough 
to preserve the most important 
works among them. 

It also would put up $175 mil- 
lion to restore not only magnif- 
icent Renaissance palaces but 
the "minor” unpalatlal homes 
without which Venice would be 
a lifeless stage set Hie first 
sewage system in its history 
would be installed within a year. 
Stiff penalties would he imposed 
far anyone dumping noxious 
wastes into the surrounding 
waters. All domestic heating 
would be converted to innocuous 
methane in place of the sulphur- 
ous fuels which, mixing with the 
damp salt air, spread the dread- 
ful blight known as ‘ihe sickness 
of the stone." 

End to Sinking 

"Subsidence" — the city has sunk 
13 inches In the last 50 years, 
more than twice the total for the 
whole previous century— would he 
checked by sealing artesian wells 
and building a $10- million aque- 
duct from the Sile River. The 
devastating "high waters,” that 
spill over into Piazza San Marco 
as often as 200 times a year, 
would he held back by an $80- 
million set of moveable dikes, 
spanning the mUe-and-a-balf 
gateway to the Venetian Lagoon. 

finally— and this was the stun- 
ning rider tacked on In' the 
Senate— the remaining mudflats 
along the shore, which serve as 
the Lagoon’s “lungs" when the 
high waters came, would be kept 
intact for the time being. 

This would wwn that Mar- 
ghera, the Serenissima's brutish 
mainland, twin and Italy's sec- 
ond largest Industrial center, 
could no longer count on expand- 
ing Into a planned third zone 
that would have filled in 10,000 
acres of mudflats. The amend- 
ment was a delightful surprise 
for ecologists, engineers and 
aesthetes, who have argued all 

along' that filling in tbe third 
zone would strangle the Lagoon, 
hydraulically speaking, greatly 
worsen the high waters and, so. 
be the death of Venice. 

On the other band, local trade 
unionists promptly went on strike 
because, they said, Marghera’s 
industries would hardly stick 

around much longer without room. 

to expand and, therefore, ban- 
ning a third zone would be the 
death at Marghera. 

Since there is considerable 
truth in both arguments, the 
question would appear to be 
which death is preferable. While 
tourists and art-lovers might 
have no trouble answering that 
one, however, it doesn’t happen, 
to be the right question, gffling 
off the beast would be little help 
to the beauty in this case. If 
anything, it could bring on a 
mortal affliction. 

For Venetians, young students 
especially, what really matters Is 
whether Venice should simply be 
preserved as an enpha.nHng cul- 
tural zoo or he revived— and that 
is the operative word— as a hy- 
ing, working, human city. As 
such, it is already in alarming 
decline. Over the last 20 years; 
a third of its population has gone 


away, some to the squalid cement 
tenement-towns of Mestre, Hank- 
ing Marghera on the mainland, 
others elsewhere In search of 
work and animation. Most of the 
emigres have been young. By 
now. the average age in Venice 
is the hi g hest in Italy, 'With 18 
in every 1,000 inhabitants dying 
while only 12 are bora yearly, it 
is the only city in this country 
with a higher death than birth 
rate. 

A lot. of those who leave are 
obviously driven by appalling 
housing conditions. A third' of 
all apartments In Venice, and 
two-thirds of those on the ground 
floor, have been pronounced un- 
fit for habitation. Hardly half 
have toilets. Still fewer have a 
bath or shower. Two-thirds have 
inadequate central beating or 
norme. And 58,000 Venetians, half 
the remaining population, live in 
homes listed as “badly degraded.” 

Of course, the new law would 

bring in money to fix all that 
and even provides that rents, 
after restoration, should be kept 
within reach of the average 
Venetian. 

Impossible Task 

Students joining with the 
strikers here think that it is 
much more likely that heady ac- 
cess to nearly $500 million of 
government money will lead to 
“colossal” building speculation, 
an Invasion of apartment-stokers 
from the international jet set 


and still lees of % chance for 
or dinar y Venetians to live nor- 
mally in their own city. 

There may be zu> way out of 
this. Short of sending in its own. 
commissars (not necessarily an 
Improvement), the government in 
Rams cannot really force the 
local governing class here to go 
straight with all that money 
around. Nor is there any obvious 
solution to the problem of how 
an ordinary, 'normal Venetian Is 
supposed to earn his living. Even 
as It stands, Marghera is in- 
adequate. ' 

Its second zone, fined in much 
later than the first, is too 
automated to absorb much labor. 

Furthermore, industries whose 
plants are growing obsolete are 
already starting to move away 
rather than modernize in their 
cramped quarters. 

They don’t have to move very 
far. A new “pole of industry” has 
long been planned barely 40 
miles to the south, near Rovigo 
at the mouth of the Po River,

lTRUSSELS.— An outstanding 
feature of this historical 
period is the development of 
multinational trading Institutions 
as a factor in world relationships.

Some consequences of this are 
analyzed by Prof. John Payer- 
weather of New York University 
in the Miwwit annals of toe 
American Academy of Political 
and Social Science. He stresses 
the I’m plTflfli&vrm of this tr end to- 
ward “real nmltanatiopaltem — or 
as same call It, transnationalisn,” 
saying: 

“We observe a sequence of 
stages through which a firm 
passes from engaging in a small 
amount of export business as a 
sideline to a fully committed 
international outlook in which all 
operations, including those m toe 
home country of the firm, are 
treated essentially on the same 
basis." 

Obviously, when, such a final 
stage of “transnationalism” is 
achieved, Ihe directors of a con-' 
cem would cease to regard their 
program of research, manufacture, 
sales or development in tarns of 
value only to the parent county 
of the enterprise and would view 
It merely as an agent In the 
economic intercourse between na- 
tions. 

Despite the fact that a single 
conglomerate like General Motors 
today sells in 17 countries items 
whose value exceeds the gross 
national product of Belgium, 
Fayerweafcher still acknowledges 
“an inherent conflict between tbe 
multinational firm- and national- 
ism," This conflict has often 
been dted in Europe where, as in 
the case of France, there was 
fear that American, companies

Fayerweather concludes that in

For others the prefer- 
ence went to the richly' and elo- 
quently scored, curiously Pucci- 
niesque "Kata Kabanova.” 

Miss Eda-Pierre is the festi- 
val’s diva, as she has been in 


Verdi String Quartet, which 
is fairly frequently performed 
nowadays, Italian chamber music 
of the 19th century is virtually 
unknown. And yet it exists— If not 
in abundant supply— and is worth 
Investigating.

Except for 
its winning tunefulness, the trio 
does not seem particularly oper- 
atic, or. for that matter, particu- 
larly Italian. The Northern in- 


molto esprestivo. At times the 
work comes close to salon music, 
but suited to a very elegant salon. 
It dates from 1885, when CUea 
was not yet 20 and was still four 
years away from his first opera, 
the now-forgotten "Gina.” 

The Martucci trio was written 
in 1883. when the composer was 
27. It is altogether a freer, bolder 
work than the Cflea, much more 
post- Brahmsian. Tbe tone is late- 
romantic; here and there one 
might think the piece had been 
composed by Elgar or Delius or 
even perhaps Suk or Piblch. Like 
the Cilea trio. Martu eel's abounds 
in lovely tunes (including an af- 
fecting melody for the cello at the 
beginning of the andante). 

The Trio di Milano— Cesare 
FerraresL violin, Rocco Fillppini. 
cello, and Bruno Canlno, piano- 
forte— is a young, but thoroughly- 
ftised formation. They had ob- 
viously prepared the two works 


with love and intelligence. ThO 
recital was part of the 15th edi- 
tion of the Autunno Musicals 
Napoletano. the musical autumn 
sponsored in Naples by the Italian 
radio. Traditionally, this little 
festival is devoted to composers 
of the Neapolitan school, and the 
1972 program— in addition to this 
unusual and significant recital — 
included revivals of operas by 
Trastta and Hasse. concertos by 
Auieita. Florenza. and Ragazzi. 
and rediscovered sacred music by 
Porpora and Gianfrancesco de 
Majo.

2 U.S. Firms 
Sell Jet Craft 
To Japanese

NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (NYT)- — 
Boeing Co. sold the first models 
of a new short-range, 498- pas- 
senger version of its 747 Jumbo 
Jet, and Lockheed Aircraft made 
a major breakthrough in efforts 
to sell its once-troubled L-1011 
trijet yesterday— both in Japan. 

All Nippon Airways, a Japanese 
domestic airline, ordered six Lock- 
heed Tristan at a cost, including 
spare parts, of $133 mfflion. Lock- 
heed edged out McDonnell - 
Douglas for the order, one jf 
the most hotly contested among 
rival airplane builders in recent 
years. 

Japan Air Lines ordered foar 
Boeing 747BR models — SR stands 
for short range— at a cost of 
$104 million for aerial commuter 
service between Japan’s maior 
cities. 

The 747 was designed for long- 
haul routes of 4300 miles or more 
and most airlines now operate It 
with a first class-economy class 
seating arrangement of about 
350. The SR model, designed spe- 
cifically for JAL, will have higher 
density seating and special land- 
ing gears and control flaps de- 
signed to withstand the extra 
wear of frequent landings and 
takeoffs on short-haul shuttle 
operations between cities 300 to 
600 miles apart.

U.S.-Japan Soviet Gas Deal Shaping Up 


By Theodore Shabad 
MOSCOW, Oct 31 (NTT). — 
An ambitious joint UB.-Japanese 
deal for the development of Si- 
berian natural resources appeared 
to be shaping up here this past 
week as gas executives of the two 
countries met separately with 
Soviet officials. 

The deal, which has reached 
the initial p lannin g stage where 
possible pipeline routes are being 
discussed, would involve Western 
development of huge natural gas 
fields in the Takutian region of 
East Siberia in return for deliv- 
eries of gas from these fields to 
Japan and across the Pacific 
Ocean to the TLS. West Coast. 

Development of the remote 
fields, situated in virtually un- 
inhabited northern forest, and 
the construction of pipelines and 
other facilities is expected to take 
at least six to eight years, with 
actual gas deliveries unlikely be- 
fore 1980. 

Three Projects Studied 
The Yakutian project is one of 
three major oil and gas projects 
being studied, by Japan and the 
United States. The others involve 
the shipment of Siberian crude 
oil to Japan and a second liquid- 
gas project for the UJS.

Siberia's natural gas reserves 
seem to be of particular interest 
to the United States, where a 
growing enekgy shortage has been 
predicted, and to Japan, whose 
highly developed Industrial econ- 
omy is almost entirely dependent 
on imported raw materials. 

The Japanese told the Russians 
that Japen would be prepared to 
buy 15 billion cubic meters of gas 
a year beginning in 1978. The 
Soviet officials agreed to such 
deliveries in principle but re- 
quired more time to study amounts 
available for export and possible 
delivery periods. 

Sources indicated that the So- 
viet planners were thinking in 
terms of an annual production of 
70 billion cubic meters of gas 
from the Takutian fields, with 
40 billion to be consumed in the 
eastern region of Siberia and 
30 billion available lor export. 

The next stage of the negotia- 
tions is planned for mid-November, 
when Nikolai G. Osipov, deputy 
trade minister, is to go to Tokyo. 

The potential gas reserves of 
the Takutian region have been 


estimated by the Russians at 
13 trillion cubic meters, but most 
of this still remains to be proven 
through detailed exploration. 


NEW YORK. Oct. 31 (NYT). — 
Halloween proved more treat 
than trick for Wall Street today 
as prices on the New York Stock 
Exchange enjoyed a booming 
rally led by select glamour issues.

Russia Sells Gold in U.S. 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 31 (AP- 
DJ).— The Soviet Union, selling 
increasing quantities of its gold 
in the West to finance commer- 
cial transactions, delivered nearly 
345,000 ounces of the refined 
metal to licensed US. buyers in 
the nine months ended Sept. 30. 

Commerce Department figures 
showed that such shipments to 
UJ5. buyers were valued at 
$16,145,506 from January through 
September, equal to $6530 an 
ounce. 

While Moscow withholds infor- 
mation on its gold sales ^carried 
out directly or through dealers in 
Switzerland, London or other 
trading centers, U. S. officials 
estimated that Russia's gold sales 
to all destinations have amounted 


to mare than $100 million so far 
this year. 

UJS. imports of refined gold 
bullion from the Soviet Union 
were 94,807 ounces during Sep- 
tember, and about 105,000 ounces 
during August, two of the biggest 
months so far this year for such 
transactions. 

Russian gold sales in the West 
had been relatively small since 
1966. UB. officials said only a 
“trickle" of Russian gold appar- 
ently reached Western markets 
between 1966 and 1972. 

Russia produces an estimated 
6 million to 7 million ounces of 
gold annually, but the nation's 
gold output figures are not dis- 
closed.

6 Buy American’ 
Steel Law Seen 
Difficult to Follow 

WASHINGTON. Oct. 31 (AP- 
DJ).— The Defense Department 
is studying a “buy American” re- 
quirement for specialty steel prod- 
ucts. approved by the Congress 
in the closing days of the 1972 
session, which “could border on 
the administratively impossible.'' 

It will take department lawyers 
and procurement specialists some 
time, a high-ranking department 
official indicated, to figure out 
how buying agencies can comply 
with the new rule, designed to 
favor domestic steel-makers and 
discriminate against foreign- 
p reduced specialty steel. 

The Nixon administration had 
opposed enactment of the 
amendment for specialty steel. 

However, with the military 
services dealing "with five or six 
tiers” of suppliers In purchasi n g 
vehicles, weapons or other items 
that contain steel, it may be all 
but impossible to determine 
whether a specific item of mili- 
tary hardware may contain a 
small amount of forelgn-prod'uced 
specialty steel, the official said. 

The Pentagon apparently hopes 
that Congress will repeal it next 
year.

The bidding on the diagram, 
ed deal illustrates a recent im- 
provement in the Precision sys- 
tem. In the original version, a 
one no-trump response to one 
club shoved 8 ' to 10 points. Now 
it shows 8 to 13, and the range 
is defined more closely on the 
next round. 

North’s two-club rebid was 
Stayman, and two spades show- 
ed 8 to 10 points and a spade 
suit With 11 to 13 points. South 
would have rebid two no-trump 
and North would have used a 
second Stayman with three clubs.

An ' Average Back 9 No Longer

NEW YORK, Oct 31 CNYTl . — Slowly, three 
blue jerseys arose, revealing Larry Brown stretched 
out, his face mask in the grass, as if he had been 
squashed. ' 

When the National Football League's leading 
running back continued to lie there, a small 
cheer began to circulate at Yankee Stadium from 
the wishful thinkers, who knew that if Larry 
Brown were out of the game, the New York 
Giants might win. But suddenly, he hopped to 
his feet and the wishful thinkers were stilled; as 
if a waterfall had been turned off. 

"I wasn’t hurt, I was resting," he would say 
later. “But when that cheer started, that's when 
I got up." 

He got up and he kept running. He rushed for 
19i yards in 29 carries. He caught two passes for 
42 yards. He scored, two touchdowns. 

Mostly because of him, the Washington Red- 
skins won, 23-16, Sunday to remain in first place 
in the National Conference Bast and spoil the 
taste of the drinks at Yankee Stadium for those 
among the 62,878 spectators who had begun cele- 
brating the Giants' return to glory with cocktails 
in the parking lots before noon. 

Even a Turkey 

One gathering even had a buffet table, with a 
whole roasted turkey perched there for carvtog, 
and a muTi playing, “On Brave Old Army Team” 
on an accordion. It was as if the clocks had 
been turned back a decade, instead of an hour, 
and the Giants, with Gifford and Huff. Tittle and 
Robustelli. Sholner and Patton, were about to go 
against the Cleveland Browns, with Jimmy Brown 
at fullback. 

The difference is that those Giants stopped 
jimmy Brown. Nobody stopped the new Brown, 
light-footed Larry. 

Nobody else has stopped him, e it her. He's not 
too big, but he's sturdy, with 195 pounds on a 
5-foot, ll-4nch chassis. He has galloped for 1.130 
yards— 841 as a runner, 289 as a pass-receiver. 
That’s a great year for most players, but this 


season is only half over. He'S a workhorse, and 
when the Redaktn offensive unit went onto the 
field for their first series of plays, some ran and 
others trotted. But he walked, conserving his 
energy. He would need every spurt of adrenalin, 

“I’m tired,” he would acknowledge later, “but 
the mare I carry, the better I get” 

Near the end of the game, his jersey was as 
dirty as those of the linemen. Lime streaked 
his arms and hands. And when he approached 
the Redskin dressing room in the Yankee Stadi- 
um catacombs, he wobbled mare than walked, 
taking deep breaths,' bis eyes betraying weariness. 
Inside, he disappeared far mare than half an 
hour before emerging for the notebooks and tape 
recorders. 

Some Sarcasm 

In recent weeks, he has described himself as an 
“average back,” but apparently he was saying 
it with sarcasm. 

“I've been an average back far so long. I'm 
tired of it,” be was saying now at his locker. 
Tm working to be an top. Everybody's got a 
big-back theory, but size has nothing to do with 
it. It’s heart and determination. I learned that 
long ago. I learned to run when I was small, I 
learned to run In the ghetto." 

He grew up In Pittsburgh, in “The Hill" neigh- 
borhood where he played at Schenley High School 
before going to Kansas State. 

“As a kid. we used to play tackle on con- 
crete," he said. “And in high school, we played 
on oiled fields, to keep the dust down." 

He was the Redskins' eighth-round draft choice 
in 1969, when the late Vince Lombardi noticed 
that he was slow at the snap. 

“Nobody else would’ve realized that I had a 
hearing problem,” he said. *T told him I didn't 
need a hearing aid. but the next day it was in 
my locker. It's in my helmet With it, I hear 
the signals when i should, not a second late. 
Coach Lombardi taught me that winning is the 
only thing. George Allen is a great coach, too, 
but he's defense-oriented. Coach Lombardi moldr 
ed me into what I am." 


WASHINGTON. Oct 31 CWP). 
— The prophecy by Woody Hayes, 
Ohio State's coach, that the use 
of freshmen this fan might 
revolutionize college football has 
not been fulfilled.. But the fresh- 
men have shaken a few myths 
— as well as the opinions of same 
coaches. 

Before the rule allowing fresh- 
men to participate on the varsity 
level was approved by the NCAA, 
Oklahoma's Chuck Fairbanks, 
for one, feared for their physical 
welfare and academic well-being. 

Two months into the season, 
Fairbanks Is playing sensi fresh- 
men, two of whom are “alternat- 
ing starters." He admits to being 
very surprised at how well these 
youngsters are doing. 

Fairbanks, like Texas’s Dar- 
rell Royal and Nebraska's Bob 
Devsney, still has reservations 

about the rule. But the entry 

of freshmen into established pro- 
grams at Oklahoma, Notre Dame 
and Alabama has all but destroy- 
ed the long-held belief that in to- 
day's sophisticated college game, 
freshmen would be too inex- 
perienced and underdeveloped. 

Better Coaching 

Overlooked in this assump- 
tion was the fact that to- 
day's college freshmen have 
generally received better high 
school coaching than their pre- 
decessors did. “They are much 
smarter and also more physically 
mature than we were when we 
entered college,” said Pittsburgh 
coach Carl DePasqua. 

Or, as Royal put it, “if a dog's 
going to bite you, hell bite you 
when he’s a pup.” 

If their rfrnig have not been 
uniformly startling, the number 
of freshmen to Infiltrate varsities 
this year has been. 

A survey of more than 110 
major colleges found that more 
than 450 freshmen are scheduled 
to suit up this weekend for varsity 
play. More than 90 were con- 
sidered starters. 

These players have not been 
just the specialists many predicted 
they would be— placekicke r s, punt 
and kickoff returners and wide 
receivers. Instead they have 
emerged as starting halfbacks, 
quarterbacks, defensive tackles 
and guards.

Some teams use only a few 
freshmen, same many. 

Iowa used 15 freshmen two 
weeks ago against Purdue, In- 
cluding five at one time on of- 
fense. “That's how we got so 
many good kids here,'* said coach 
Frank Lauterbur. “We told them 
they would ploy right away.” 

Oregon has had as many as 
eight freshmen on its two-deep 
starting squad. 

Not all have made it. Maryland 
linebacker Kevin Benson was 
one of the few freshmen any- 
where to start a season opener. 
He was benched after the first 
game. 

“Nothing affected me until I 
got on the field ” be recalled. “I 
still don’t remember what I did 
during most of the game. It was 
like I hit a stone wall.

There were live left, but 
they already had the good-looking ones. It 
was Interesting about Harpo. though. 
Uncle Al wrote us a new act — and as he 
showed it to us, Harpo kept complaining 
he had no lines. When it was oil over.
